edge of its condition and not driven or 
l'-ad through ihe highways of the County 
of Alameda. The caictsses of animals so 
destroyed shall not 
IK- fed to animal* 
or fowls but It sh-ill be the duty of the 
owner or possessor of such dead animal 
to destroy the same hy flic or heat or 
otiierwise bury the same at lenso four foot 
under giound wlthing twenty-four hours 
,, i after being killed, and any owner or po- 
11 < sessor of such animals omitting or rcfus-
